"That on each page of the poll hooks 
prepared for recording the votes of the 
qusiified voters of the various voting 
pla<"ea in this Coniinonwealth at the gen- 
eral election to be huld therein on the 
flrst Monday in August next, there shall 
be two contiguous parallel columns, one 
headed ' For the Constitution ' and the 
other 'AgaiiiHt the Constitution,' and 
each qualified voter, on easting his vote, 
shall be distinctly asked by one of the 
ofiicerH holding the election: ' Do you 
vote for or against the new Constitution?' 
and if he desire to vote his vote shall be 
roconled in his jireseiice in the proper 
(■ulunin, aceonling as he shall answer."

*Tha only e.Tception is Hungary, 
ifhare there are better prospects, but it 
to almost certain that the world's wheat 
consumption will exceed the production 
computed.
